T he num ber of birds th a t go to th e 
arctic regions to breed is vast beyond 
conn ption. 
They go not by thou* 
sa nils, but by tens and hundreds of 
thousands, and because now here else 
in the world does nature provide a t 
the sam e time and in the sam e place 
such ti lavish prodigality of food. 
Tho vegetation consists of cranberry, 
cloudberry and crow berry bushes, and 
these, forced by tho perpetual su n ­ 
shine of the arctic sum m er, bear enor­ 
mous crops of fruit. 
But tho crop Is 
not ripe until the middle and end of 
the arctic sum mer, and if the fruit ea t­ 
ing birds had to w ait until it w as ripe 
they would starve In the m eantim e, so 
they arrive on the very day of th e 
m elting of tin* snow. 
B u t each year the snow descends on 
an im mense crop of ripe fruit before 
the birds have time to gath er It. 
I t la 
th u s preserved perfectly fresh and 
pure, and the melting of the snow dis­ 
closes the bushes, w ith th e unconsum ­ 
ed last year’s crop hanging on them 
or lying, ready to be eaten, on tho 
ground. 
Tho frozen meal stretches across the 
breadth of northern Asia. 
It never 
decays and is accessible th e m om ent 
the snow melts. The sam e heat which 
th a w s the fruit brings Into being the 
most prolific insect life In the world— 
the mosquito sw arm s on the tundra. 
No Enrolled ii can live there w ithout a 
veil after the snow melts. 
The gun 
barrels 
are 
black 
w ith 
them, 
and 
clouds of them often obscure the sight. 
T hus the insect eating birds have 
only to open their m ouths to fill them 
w ith mosquitoes, aud th u s the pres* 
once of sw arm s of cliff chaffs, plpis 
and the wagtails in this arctic region 
Is accounted for.--Pearson's.

T h i s I* t h e S t a p l e F o o d o f W o r U I n g - 
m en In G erm an y. 
T he workingm an in Germ any m ust 
have coffee, anil plenty of it, and a lit­ 
tle meat. 
B utter is practically un­ 
known to him, lard being used In its 
stead. 
H e rarely uses milk, eggs or 
w hite flour, and he never thinks of 
buying any of the better cuts of meat. 
Canned goods, fam iliar to * very Amer­ 
ican worker, are absolutely unknow n 
to him. 
Ills staple food is rye bread, which 
he buys In enormous loaves. 
His wife 
or his little girl goes to m arket for this 
bread and brings it home clasped In 
her arm s unw rapped.
